Reynolds pointed out w hat he 
called the many advantages of such 
a huh for the country’s financial 
wheel and declared the institution 
should he “the peoples’ bauk rather 
than a bankers’ bank.’* 
Under Reynolds’ plan such a bank 
would be the depository of the gov­ 
ernm ent which, however, would n o t 
have supervision or control of its 
affairs. The speaker outlined a de­ 
finite plan for stock subscription un­ 
der a guarantee of a small dividend, 
the government to participate in the 
profit over and above the guarantee.
